HOOSIER TAXES. 


The State Board of Equalization 
at Work on Railroads. 


iNDiANAPOiiis, June 23.—The state 
board of equalization to-day began to 
hear etatements from railroad represen- 
tativee respecting valuations to be placed 
upon the ir property for purposes of tax- 
ation. General Agent James F. Howe, 
of the Wabash; J. R. Slick, of the Chi- 
cago and Atlantic; A. L. Osbom, of the 
Michigan Central; Mr. Dubarry, of the 
Pennsylvania; Norman Beckley, of the 
Cincinnati, Wabash and Michigan, and 
E. N. Scott, of the Indianapolis, Peru 
and Chicago, were given a hearing. The 
equalization board is a poor place to 
hear anything complimentary about the 
railroads. They are all poor, forlorn, 
forsaken, bankrupt corporations. An ex- 
cursion resort circular made up from 
opinions given before the board would be 
an excellent thing to keep pecóle at 
home. Still, with the depreciation of all 
kinds of property, railroads necessarily 
show a falling off in valuation, and it is 
presumed that the representatives are 
interested only in emphasizing this fact. 
The board after passing upon railroad 
property, will equalize the returns on 
real estate in the various counties. The 
forty counties which have reported thus 
far show a valuation of 8255,988,351 
against $240,109,803 last year, a falling 
off of $15,121,422.

An Editor Under Arrest Quetly 
Married to a Domestic. 


ToiiEDO, Jane 23.—It has just leaked 
out that Andre J. Bebout, the notorious 
editor of the Sunday Democrat^ who is 
in the work house awaiting trial in the 
United States court for sending obscene 
matter through the mails, was quietly 
married late Saturday night at the work 
house to a sixteen-year-old girl named 
Elizabeth B. Gereaux.

The 
marriage was brought about at the m- 
stance of a well known lady at whose 
house the girl worked as a domestic.

One of the secretaries of the French 
embassy at St. Petersburg fell in love 
with one of the ladies of honor to the 
empress.

Mr. Morrison, of Ilhnois, called up the 
report of the committee on rules, amend- 
ing the rules of the house, upon which 
the debate occurred yesterdav. 


Mr. Reed, of Mame, raised the ques- 
tion of consideration and Mr. Hiscock, 
of New York, expressed a desire to go 
on with the sundry civil bill. 


Mr. Randall remarked that he could 
take care of that measure. 


On standing the house refused eighty 
to ninety-one to consider the report. 
The result was received with applause 
from the representatives, but on the yf»a 
and nay vote the house determined yeas 
133, nays 115 to consider the report. 
Reed changed his vote at the last mo- 
ment to enable him to move to re-con- 
sider. 
Having made that motion he 
yielded to Hiscock to move to adjourn. 
This motion he supplimented with an- 
other that when the house adjourned 
to-day it be to meet Friday next. 


Thus having laid the foundation for a 
day of filibustering, the republicans re- 
frained from voting and left the houEe 
without a quorum. Mr. Morrison de- 
manded a call of the house and ordered 
the doors of tbe chamber closed. 


The president to-day sent to congress 
seven vetoes, all the veto measures be- 
ing private pension bills which origin- 
ated in the senate.

CHIGAGO, June 23.—The Lake Shore 
switchmen employed at the Union stock 
yards quit work at 2:30 this afternon, 
owing to the refusal of the railroad com- 
pany to discharge the eight non-union 
men. 


Committees were sent out to other 
yards of the railroads in the city to in- 
duce all union men to stop work. The 
Lake Shore is refusing to accept any 
more live stock over its road.

"Press dispatches assert that negotia- 
tions for the purchase of the Indianapo» 
lis Sentinel by J. W. Craig, of Bluffton, 
have been concluded, the figure named 
being $80,000. This is incorrect, so far 
as it relates to any conclusion of negoti- 
ations. Mr. Shoemaker, of the Sentinel 
says that he has made Mr. Craig an al- 
ternative proposition for the eale of the 
newspaper, job office, building, etc., or 
for the sale of all the Sentinel effects ex- 
cept the building—but that neither 
proposition has been accepted.

AN INDIAN MEDICINE CAMP. 


Quacks Making Keady to Humbag th« 
Sick and Superstitious. 


Those pretended Indian doctors who, 
during the past few summer seasons, 
have so multiplied throughout the coun- 
try travel from place to place, setting up 
an imitation of an Indian camp in each, 
drawing crovvds by means of a crude 
variety show of singing, 
dancing and 
athletic feats, and then selling medicines 
composed of a stew of herbs made in a 
kettle over a fire in the presence of the 
spectators. 
Sometimes 
mystic rites or 
savage 
incantations 
accompany 
the 
manufacture of the cure-all, and the 
superstitious and ignorant are so im- 
pressed thiit they part with their dollars 
freely. 
Although these quacks are care- 
ful not to formally annomice themselves 
as physicians, they do usvially figure as 
"medicine men," and are, in effect, 
medical practitioners in the eye of the 
law. 
In some instances, the adventurer 
is a degenerate 
physician, 
entitled by 
di])loma to practice, but that is unusual, 
and the societies will be urged to prose- 
cute all the rest. 
The assertion will be 
made that great harm and small good 
is done to their patients, because the 
stuff sold is almost invariably a simple 
cathartic, likelier than not to be unsuited 
to the diseiise. 


Full a dozen tent concerns of this sort 
are being fitted out now in this city for 
the season. 
One venture of imcommon 
elaborateness is in preparation at one of 
the worst of the concert halls. 
The boss 
is a big man with a swarthy complexion 
and abundant long hair. 
He made a 
tour last year with an Indian 
medicine 
camp, and his pecuniary success led him 
into the present extension of his busi- 
ness. 
He has hired ten persons, consist- 
ing of five young women, wlio will per- 
form in Indian dances; one verj^ old and 
ugly one, for a wit(rfi and fortune teller; 
two male athletes, who will appear in the 
more acrobatic feats of the mummeries; 
and two comic vocalists. All the women 
and some of the men will be stained a 
copper color and pass for Indians. There 
will also be half a dozen real 
Indians 
from Canada, who will 
make and sell 
baskets and bead work. 


The viciousness of the place 
where 
this party is being formed led your cor- 
respondent to learn that more 
direct 
medical quackery are to be resorted to in 
swindling the people. 
He applied for 
the exclusive three-card monte privilege 
along with the camp, doing so by proxy, 
and the "boss" said: "There's going to be 
a card racket, and I'm 
talking 
with a 
sharp for the biz; but m y price is f50 a 
week, which he's willing to give. But 
he ain't got no boodle to put up for se- 
curity, and I ain't giving that privilege 
away for an uncertainty. 
A clever man 
can scoop in $100 a week, over expenses, 
and it beats 
following a circus. The 
chumps just wander round our camp 
with their pocket books open, and all 
you've got to do is to help yourself." 


This gang will be composed of thor- 
ourghly disreputable 
material. 
Other 
projects for medicine camps involve, in 
some cases, less scoundrelism. 
In one 
instance it was ascertained that the med- 
icine to be dispensed was merely a power- 
ful cathartic combined with some qui- 
nine which would of course 
stimulate 
the taker so that he would be likely to 
feel better for awhile, but would have 
no permanent influence over his ailment. 
—New York Cor. Boston Herald.

A newspaper clipping which appeared 
some time since stating that the boomer- 
ang, as it is popularly supposed to work, 
was a myth and liad never really existed 
attracted the attention of Dr. Eggers, 
w h o resides in Milwaukee. 
He offered 
to demonstrate the reality of the boom- 
erang by throwing some. 
Dr. Eggeif 
was for several years in Australia, and 
while there became famiUar with the 
workings of the boomerang. 
The doctor 
was found the other afternoon at his 
residence. 
The room into which the re- 
porter was shown contained a goodly as- 
sortment of boomerangs of 
different 
sizes, and also a number of bows and ar- 
rows, in which the doctor is also inter- 
ested. 
The boomerang is about thirty- 
four inches long with a curve at the cen- 
ter at an angel of about 120 degrees.

ton landlady who has just taken a New 
York lady as a lodger and has been engaged, 
while the lady was out, in looking over 
her letters left on the dressing table. She has 
not enjoyed herself so well for a long time, 
and it is a pity that the sudden and unex- 
pected entrance of her new lodger should 
tiave interrupted such an innocent recrea- 
tion. 
But accidents will happen in the best 
regulated familiea 
She is now saying she 
thotight it was an old gas bill. 
There 
is a crowd in her rear playing with the new 
lodger's things. 
It i« composed of the land- 
lady's children. 


If the lodger had come ten minutes sooner 
shs would have found the landlady trying on 
her garnet «urah tea gown, and that would 
have been awkward too. She will wonder 
when s le next wears that gown how its 
back seams got so strained and how the 
sleeves were torn. 
Landlady rather likes 
that garn ent, and has already made up her 
mind that it the lodger goes out of town for 
a nicrht and leaves her extra clothes, she, the 
landlady, will wear that tea gown over to 
Mrs. Martinmuzzen's some evening, or else 
invit i in a few j-eople to ice cream, when she 
will play the hostess attired in it. 
She isn't 
quite sure just which she will do. 


There is an overpowering 
quantity of 
curiosity lying about Boston. It seizes upon 
the stranger and bores him full of holes be- 
fore he has had time to accustom his di- 
gestion to Washington pie and hot brown 
bread. Nor is its thirst ever allayed. Every 
time you go and come, the people whose in- 
quisitiveness is highly developed, and their 
name is legion, tisk you ihe why and whei^ 
forei It is very much of an ask town, this. 
They don't consider it any trouble to 
ask questions, and they don't draw any very 
delicate linos around their interest in other 
people either. 


Mr. D., from Chicago, spent last winter 
here. By some unhallowed luck he located 
in a social stratum that reeked with curios- 
ity, and devoted its whole time to satisfying 
it. 
He and his wife constituted the family. 
They went to housekeeping on a second floor. 
The family on the lower floor plunged into 
their affairs with the zest of whale hunters. 
Every question under the sun relating to 
their personal or business affairs was fired 
off at them. 
No evasion, no change of sub- 
ject, no tactics known to politeness warned 
off the dreadful invaders, who fairly de- 
manded, with sword and gun, to know the 
innermost ramifications of their life. 
They 
sent a little boy up one day to boldly ask 
what salary Mr. D. received. 


Mrs. D. was a little older than her hus- 
band. 
The family below asked them both 
their respective ages over and over again. 
Not receiving 
anything 
satisfactory 
in 
answer, the "old lady" of tne house, a vet- 
eran of the inquisitive corps, who ought to 
have been strung all over with medals for 
heroic service in her line, walked up to Mr^ 
D., savin?: 


"Did you ever see Daniel Webster?" 
«No." 
"Were you bom in Webster's day?" 
"No." 
"Well, you don't look so very old." 
"No, I'm not so very old." 
"Well, how old are you, anyway?" 
"Old enough to mind my own affairs and 
trouble nobofiy." 


"Well, how old is that?" 
"Some jjersons reach that point 
when 
quite young, and others never reach it." 


When goods would come to the house for 
the D's thi^ watchful lower family inter- 
viewed the messengers, asking where they 
were bought, what they were and what they 
cost. 


When Mr. D. left the house, traveling 
satchel in hand, some one of them darted 
after him and asked him where he was go- 
ing. 


He always made the same answer: "I 
haven't fully decided." and yet their vulgar 
curiosity was never checked. 
When a car- 
riage called for him they asked the driver if 
he knew where Mr. D. was going. 


Very nearly like this family in delicacy 
was the landlady of a boarding house where 
an acquaintan<?e of mine, a lady, boarded. 
She wasn't extremely young, and yet she 
didn't consider herself even m sight of middle 
age. A friendly crow had alighted on her 
face often enough to leave a track or two; 
but nobody thought of her as in the leant 
elderly. 
One mornin^: at the breakfast 
table, while all the boarders silently ate their 
scorched pancakes, the landlady, ever anx- 
ious to increase her stock of information, 
called out: "Mrs. C., dotiie members of your 
family wrinkle early?" Mrs. C. fooked up 
in astonishment, not thoroughly 
compre- 
hending the remarkable question. 


"Do they wrinkle early?" reiterated the 
persistent demon of inquisitiveness, 
"I see 
you have a good many wrinkles, yet I don't 
suppose you're so very old." 


Even the horse car conductors become im- 
bued with a yearning to know all about 
their passengers, ^ n acquaintance of mine 
was in a business that shipped a great many 
small boxes. 
Sometimes an order would 
come in to be filled instantly. 
The shipping 
clerk would dispatch an assistant wi h it at 
once. 
Going so frequently on the same car 
line, carrying the same kind of a small box 
aeitated tbe conductor's mind 
One day he 
said to the clerk: 


"What have you got in your box?" 
«1 don't know." 
"Why, it's very strange if you have been 
carrying boxet like these for months and 
not know wjgat's in them." 


"It isn't my business to know what's in 
them. 
It's my business to carry them," 
said the clerk, who was English and knew 
nothing about anybody's busine s, save his 
own, and considered it a bore to be forced 
to know. 


I would't say that all Boston was so fear- 
fuliy inquisitive. 
Indeed, it would have ex- 
ploded from curiosity long since if it had 
been. But a certain stratum of its society 
is highly developed in this direction. 
Occa- 
sionally one comes in contact with a blue 
blood who h«3 it as bad as any one.

THE CHINESE AS THEY ARE. 


T<!heng-Ki-Tons*s Contrast of Bastem and 
Western 
Civilization. 


"A ten-years' stay in Euroi)e has only 
served to convince me thc.t no country in 
the world is so thoioughly unknown aa 
China." The speaker is Gen. Tcheng-Ki- 
Tong, military attache of the Chinese 
embassy at the G^erman court. "We are 
a nation of over 400,000,000 inhabitants, 
and yet the most erroneous impressions 
exist concerning us. Barbarians we can 
hardly be called, for our civilization, 
although different from that of the 
West, dat^ back a time prior to even the 
conception of most of those great nations 
which at present are preponderant in the 
destinies of the world. It was in China 
that gunpowder was first invented. I 
admit, however, that we only knew how 
to make fireworks therewith, and it was 
not imtil the Jesuit missionaries taught 
us, that we learned how to use it for 
weapons 
of warfare. 
Printing was 
known in China in the ninth century of 
the Christian era, while a Chinese manu- 
script dictionary of the second century 
gives a description of the magnet and of 
the marine compass, the latter of which 
some Arabs who visited China towards 
the end of the ninth century brought 
back to Palestine and subsequently taught 
the use thereof to the Crusaders. Need- 
less to talk of silk and porcelain, which 
would alone have been suflBcient to indi- 
cate a high state of civilization. 


"One thing which struck me greatly 
on arriving in Europe was meeting la- 
dies in society. In China they are kept 
apart from the men and do not become 
acquainted with any members of the 
sterner sex beyond those of their own 
family. This has its advantages. A 
Chinese proverb states that out of every 
ten women nine are always certain to be 
afflicted with jealousy, and on the other 
hand men are not perfect. The peace 
and welfare of the family are therefore 
exposed to great dangers. Now family 
life and family institutions are the basis 
on which reposes the whole social and 
governmental edifice of the Chinese em- 
pire. It is therefore absolutely neces- 
sary to assure the maintenance of peace 
in the family. Hence in China we con- 
sider it more prudent by separating men 
from women to avoid the ix>ssibility of 
trouble and to do away with any oppor- 
tunity of disturbance. By these means, 
moreover, we prevent to a great extent 
marital troubles, which are always un- 
pleasant. For what can the husband do? 
If he kills his faithless wife he is sure to 
regret it afterwards, for it is probable 
that he loved her formerly. On the 
other hand if he appeals to the tribimals 
for redress he finds but little satisfaction 
therein, for the ex-matrimonial cond- 
dition of a betrayed husband inspires 
neither pity nor sympathy. 


"In Europe whenever a scandal, no 
matter of what nature, becomes known, 
the first inquiry is always 'Who is the 
woman?' This 
saying is not appli- 
cable in China, for remembering how 
Confucius warned us against women as 
the greatest danger in life, we avoid the 
opportunity of doing wrong by keeping 
them apart from the men. 


"No one has ever been so calumniated 
as the Chinese woman. She is repre- 
sented as ignorant, silly, unable on ao- 
coimt of the malformation of her feet 
to walk, and passing her whole life 
locked up in a kind of seraglio. This ia 
quite wrong. She is able to walk as 
well as you or I. She goes out shopping 
and making visits unveiled and takes 
her every afternoon drive in her open 
palanquin. Her occupations consist of 
the education of her children, the care 
of the household, dominoes, embroid- 
eries and tending flowers. We disap- 
prove of excessive instruction as far as 
our women are concerned. Their edu- 
cation must be entirely distinct from that 
of the men. The latter are brought up 
to trades and receive instruction in- 
tended to fit them for the government 
or merchant service, whereas the woman 
must apply herself to leam all that is 
necessary for housekeeping and raising 
her family. 
We do not insult our 
women by imagining that they are in- 
capable of scientific instruction, but we 
consider that it would be taking them 
off from their proper track in life and 
would unfit them for the place they 
hold in the family. Woman has no need 
to leam to perfect herself. She is bora 
perfect, and no science in the world will 
ever teach her the grace and gentleness 
which are the two chief ornaments of 
the domestic hearth. 


"From the day of her marriage the 
wife becomes her husband's equal; can 
sign all documents iu the name of the 
family; can sell and buy property, give 
her children in marriage, and, in fact, 
with one exception, has just the same 
civil rights as her husband. Moreover, 
any honor conferred on the latter is 
shared equally by her, and she is even 
entitled to wear the insignia of his rank. 
Women, however, can not inherit money; 
no dowries are given, and hence that 
curse of western civilization, namely, a 
money marriage never occurs in China. 


"Old bachelors and elderly spinsters 
are almost unknown in China, and may 
be considered as a product of western 
civilization. Celibacy is looked upon by 
us as a crime and contrary to the cus- 
toms and habits of the country. Mar- 
riage takes place at a very early age— 
boys of 16 marrying girls of 14. The 
climate has nothing whatFoever to do 
with this precocity, for it is just as cus- 
tomary in the most northern latitudes as 
in the tropics. It is rather d ^ to the 
preoccupation of the parents that their 
children should be settled early in life 
and should devote their strength and the 
resources of their youth to the family 
rather than to lead a wild and immoral 
life away from home. 
The wife is 
chosen by tlie parents of the bridegroom, 
who does not himself see his intended 
wife until the day of the marriage. Who 
are better qualified to make the selection 
than the parents ?"—Berlin Cor. New 
York World.

The social system devised by Fouriei 
differs materially from other systems oi 
commimism, inasmuch as it claimed to 
be based on natural laws and capable oi 
being carried out on mathematical prin- 
ciples. 
Fourier regarded the human 
race as still in its infantile stage, and 
what is known as civilization, with its 
attendant greedy wealth and oppressed 
poverty, its idle luxury and overbur- 
dened toil, its ignorance, crime, disease, 
and general class hatred, as an utterly 
false and unnatural condition. 
The 
voluntary association of men, he be- 
lieved, would be the only source o| 
general prospority, honesty, 
health, 
peace, and imiversal happiness. Con- 
sidering attractions and repulsions, the 
governing forces of aU nature, created 
by God for the happiness of His crea- 
tures, he believed that all the aptitndea 
and inclinations of men, if allowed free 
scope, would infallibly bring about the 
highest conditions and greatest happi- 
ness. 
Seeing that all thmgs, from suna 
and planets to atoms, range them- 
selves in groups, according to certain 
fixed laws of attraction and repulsion, 
his study was to discover the kind ol 
human society that must eventually 
form itself in obedience to those laws. 
This he thought he found in Avhat he 
called the phalanstery, 
which 
ha 
planned to consist of 400 families, oi 
1,800 persons, as in this number he 
thought the whole circle of human ca- 
pacities could be included. 
These 
should live in one immense edifice in 
the center of a large and highly culti- 
vated domain, and furnished 
with 
workshops, studios, and all the ap- 
pliances of industry and art, as well as 
all the sources of aniusement and pleas- 
Tire. When the earth is covered with 
these palaces of attractive industry, the 
associations will also unite in groups 
under a unitary government. 
There 
will be one universal language and one 
supreme government, and the only 
armies will be the great industrial 
armies, which will drain swamps, irri- 
gate deserts, plant forests, and effect 
the amelioration of climates. The sys- 
tem of Fourier does not propose to de- 
stroy, but rather to preserve property, 
position, and hereditary rights, nor does 
it war directly with morals or religion. 
The property of the association is to be 
held in shares, and the whole property 
of the industrial and artistic groups ia 
to be divided into twelve parts, of which 
five parts are to be due to labor, four 
to capital and three to talent. 
The 
apartments are to be of various prices, 
and the styles of living ta vary in lux- 
ury and cost, but the poorest person in 
the association is not only to be secure 
of comfort, but his minimum of enjoy- 
ment will be greater than the present 
social arrangements can give the princes 
and millionaires, while these will have 
opened up to them pleasures of wliich 
they can now scarcely have a conceptir>n. 
The 
economies 
of 
the 
large 
scale 
in the 
phalanstery 
reduce 
by two-thirds the expenses of liv- 
ing, while an attractive and scientific 
industry would quadruple the products 
of civilization. 
Many attempts have 
been made—a few in France and more 
in America—to carry the scheme oi 
Fourier into practical realization; these, 
however, have always been on a small 
scale, with inadequate means, and have 
resulted in failure. 
Whatever may be 
thought of the system, therefore, these 
failures do not prove it wholly imprac- 
ticable. It still remains to be shown 
whether, under favorable circumstances, 
human nature might not carry out suc- 
cessfully this social system, widely aa 
it differs from accustomed social con- 
iitions.—inter Ocean.

REPORT OF CITY CIVIL, ENGINEER. 
I will respectfully report to your honorable 
body that in fixing a grade line for the pave- 
ment on South Calhoun street, south from 
Williams street, I And it impossible to fit the 
grade so that 1 can have the proper orown 
from the street railway track to the gutters, 
east and west, from the fact that the grade of 
the sidewalk on the east side of the street is 
about 5 inches lower than the sidewalk on the 
west side, and the street railway being located 
nearer to the east side than the west side, 
making the raise from the gutter at the curb- 
stone to the street railway too abrupt, while 
on the west side the crown from the railway 
fits neatly: and were I to lower the grade of 
the street it would naturally flatten the weijt 
side of the street so that there would not be 
sufficient fall to readily carry the water to the 
gutter. After we pass the alley l-W feet south 
of the south line of Williams street, the side- 
walk on the east side of the street is very 
nearly on a level of that on the we^t side and 
at Butler street the east side is the highest 
consequently there is no trouble in fittiag the 
grade at any point south of the alley. 


The only trouble in fitting the grade is from 
the south line of Williams street to the alley, 
and as I hare no authority to change the grade 
I am at a loss to know what is for the best in 
terest of the city In this case. 


I therefore ask that the matter bo referred 
to the proper committee or other city officials 
that prompt action may be had.

Contrast of flustern and 


Western CivHl/aHon. 


"A ten-years' stay in Europe has only 


served to convince mo th:.t no country in 
the world is so thoroughly unknown as 
China." The speaker is Gen. Tcheng-Ki- 
Tong, military attache of the O:'iese 
embassy at the German court. "We are 
a nation of over 400,000,000 inhabitants, 
and yet the most erroneous impressions 
exist concerning us. Barbarians we can 
hardly be called, for our civilization, 
although different from that of tho 
"West, dates back a time prior to even the 
conception of most of those great nations 
which at present aro preponderant in tho 
destinies of the world. It wad in China 
that gunpowder was first invented. I 
admit, however, that we only know how 
to make fireworks therewith, and it was 
not until the Jesuit missionaries taught 
us, that wo learned how to use it for 
weapons 
of wirfiire. 
Printing was 


known in China in tho ninth century of 
tho Christian era, whiJo a Chinese manu- 
script dictionary of tho second century 
gives a description of the magnet and of 
the marine compass, tho latter of which 
some Arabs who visited China towards 
the end of the ninth century brought 
back to Palestine and subsequently taught 
the use thereof to the Crusaders. 
Need- 


less to talk of silk and porcelain, which 
would alone have been sufficient to indi- 
cate a high state of civilization. 


"One 
thing which struck mo greatly 


on arriving in Europe was meeting la- 
dies in society. In China they are kept 
apart from the men and do not become 
acquainted with any members of the 
sterner sex beyond those of their own 
family. This hag its 
advantages. A 


Chinese proverb states that out of ev^ry 
ten women nine aro always certain to be 
afflicted with jealousy, and on the other 
hand men are not perfect. The peace 
and welfare of the family are therefore 
exposed to great dangers. Now family 
life and family institutions are the basis 
on which reposes tho whole social and 
governmental edifice of the Chinese em- 
pire. It is therefore absolutely neces- 
sary to assure tho maintenance of peace 
iii the family. Hence in China we con- 
sider it more prudent by separating rnoii 
from women to avoid the possibility of 
trouble and to do away with any oppor-

tunity of disturbance. By these m 
moreover, we prevent to a great extent 
marital troubles, which are always un- 
pleasant. For what can the husband do? 
If he kills his faithless wife be is sure to 
regret it afterwards, for it is probable 
that he loved her formerly. On 
tho 


other hand if he appeals to the tribunals 
for redress ho finds but little satisfaction 
therein, for the er-matrinionial cond- 
dition of a betrayed husband inspires 
neither pity nor sympathy. 


"In Europe whenever a scandal, no 


matter of what nature, becomes known, 
the first inquiry is always 'Who is the 
woman?' This saying is uot 
appli- 


cable in China, for remembering how 
Confucius warned us against women as 
tho greatest danger in life, wu avoid the 
opportunity of doing wrong by keeping 
them apart from the men. 


"No one has over been so calumniated 


as the Chinese woman. She is repre- 
sented as ignorant, silly, unable on ac- 
count of thu malformation of her feet 
to walk, and passing 
her whole life 


locked up in a kind of seraglio. This is 
quite wrong. She is able to walk aa 
well as you or I. She goer, out shopping 
and making visits unveiled and tukea 
her every afternoon drive in her open 
palanquin. Hor occupations consist of 
tho education of hor children, tho care 
of the household, dominoes, embroid- 
eries and tending flowers. Wo disap- 
prove of excessive instruction as far as 
our women are concerned. Their edu- 
cation must be entirely distinct from that 
of the men. The latter are brought up 
to trades and receive instruction in- 
tended to fit them for tbe government 
or merchant service, whereas tho woman 
must apply herself to learn all that is 
necessary for housekeeping and raising 
her family. 
Wo do not insult our 


women by imagining that they are in- 
capable of scientific instruction, but we 
consider that it would bo taking them 
off from their proper track in life and 
would uniit them for tho place they 
hold in the family. Woman has no need 
to learn to perfect herself. She is born 
perfect, and no science in tho world will 
over teach her tho grace and gentleness 
which are tho two chief ornaments of 
tho domestic hearth. 


"From tho day of her marriage the 


wife bycomes her husband's equal; can 
sign all documents in tho name of the 
family; can sell and buy property, give 
hor children in marriage, and, in fact, 
with one exception, has just the same 
civil rights as her husband. Moreover, 
any honor conferred on tbe latter is 
shared equally by her, and she is even 
entitled to wear the insignia of his rank. 
Women, however, can not inherit money; 
no dowries are given, and hence that 
curse of western civilization, namely, a 
money marriage never occurs in China. 


"Old bachelors and elderly spinsters 


are almost unknown in China, and may 
l)e considered as a product of western 
civilization. Celibacy is looked upon by 
us as a, crime and contrary to tho cus- 
toms and habits of the country. Mar- 
riage takes place at a very early age — 
boys of l(i marrying girls of 14. The 
climate has nothing whatsoever to do 
with this precocity, for it is just na' cus- 
tomary in the most northern latitudes as
